Judge Fleetwood Carnley Presides Over His First Session of Court 


The January term of Coffee 
County Circuit Court convened 
in Elba Monday morning with 
Judge Fleetwood Carnley presid- 
ing. It was his first term of 
court since being’ appointed to 
fill the unexpired portion of C. 
C. Brannen’s tenure, 

The empannelling of a grand 
jury was the principal order of 
business. Twenty presentments 
were investigated which result- 
ed in 14 indictments, consisting 
of 8 misdemeanors and 6 felon- | 
jes. 

The grand jury reported it, 
had inspected the county jail, 
and found the interior in good 
condition and excellently kept. 
They recommended the outside 


be painted. The books and re- 
cords in the various offices were 
found to be neatly and orderly 
kept. 4 

It was reported that an in- 
spection of the couthouse show- 
ed various leaks in the roof, 
some of them being over the 
solicitor’s office and the grand 
jury room, They recommended 
that repairs be made immedi- 
ately.
